In closing this Report, the Committee ask leave to call the atten- 
tion of the Town to the following vote passed at a former Town 
Meeting, viz: 


“ That it is expedient, and the Selectmen are hereby pecuased 
to close the annual accounts of the Town, on the last Tuesday of 
February, and not to pay any claims against the Town between 
that date and the annual Town Meeting, in March; and the Au- 
diting Committee are hereby instructed to take possession of the 
books of the Town, and report the contents of the same for the year 
in detail and in proper form, and cause printed copies to be ready 
for distribution on, or before, the annual Town Meeting.”

-; The requirements of this vote were wholly disregardéd” by some 
citizeris of the Town, by the Selectmen, and by the Committee — 
By the Committee, in not retaining literally the forcible possession 
of the books on, or after, the first of this March ; by the Selectmen, in 
settling claims against the Town; and by certain of the citizens, in 
persisting in having their claims paid after the last Tuesday of 
February, contrary to the provisions of the above mentioned _yote. 
The books of the Town were kept open, and claims paid as late.as 
the seventh of March. Consequently the Committee could not re- 
port so fully and exactly.as they desired, and present the Report 
seasonably in print. They recommend that a similar vote should 
be again passed, and that it should be hereafter strictly and literally 
obeyed. . | 

Your Committee take pleasure in reporting that the Selectmen 
have managed the affairs of the Town faithfully and prudently, and, 
considering the large war expenses, with economy. 


The system of keeping Town accounts, is well enough, but the 
system is not always carried out, because some officer of the Town 
occasionally undertakes to discharge the duties of some other officer, 
and because there is more than one independent board of manage- 
ment of the financial affairs of the town. This causes much confu- 
fusion and some expense which might be saved, and it is recom- 
mended : | 


First. That all independent boards of Tost Conttnitrees and 
agencies be abolished, and that the method existing ‘before the war, 
be again adopted, and let the Selectmen constitute the sole board. of 
management of all the financial affairs of the Town, and the Town 
regard them alone as responsible for a wise and economical expéh- 
diture of the money of the Town. 


Second. That the Selectmen should never receive any payments 
due the Town, upon any accounts settled, or otherwise, but should 
require the person owing the Town to deposit the amount in cash 
in the Town Treasury. , 

Third. That the Selectmen should never give the note of the 
Town, for claims against the Town, without first drawing. a cash or- 
‘der on the Treasury,, and then scabirgg the matter to be properly re- 
corded. | 

Fourth. That (in other words) the Selectmen confine themselves 
strictly to what our system of Town accounts requires, viz: draw- 
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ing orders for cash upon the Treasury, for the full amount due, and 
take a receipt in all cases, specifying on the receipt accurately to 
what account the whole or the several parts of the bill are to be 
charged. 

Fifth. That they require all their agents, on the Town Farm, or 
elsewhere, to take vouchers for all cash payments however small, 
to keep a daily journal, with a cash account, and the Selectmen be 
held responsible to .the Town for the acts and accounts of such 
agents. 

The Committee further recommend that the impolitic and illegal 
practice of abating taxes for parties who, without sufficient reason, 
neglect to make returns of their property as the law requires, 
should be abolished. ‘The Selectmen this year, and for many years 
previously, have abated taxes, which, as your Committee believe, 
they had no legal right to do. 

The Committee recommend that all outstanding claims against 
Tax Collectors be fully settled and paid during the coming year.— 
The indebtedness of the Town has become so great, the Selectmen 
should, in a book kept for the purpose, schedule all the notes of the 
Town, giving the exact dates, amounts and full names of the pay- 
ees, and not trust to their memories for a correct knowledge of the 
debts of the Town, and that notes be given on simple interest. 

In the opinion of your Committee, the Selectmen should them- 
selves prepare and present to the Town a full and detailed account 
of all their offitial acts and payments, and the Town Committee 
should be required to audit merely, and not to make up such ac- 
counts. The obligations of the Town are due the Tax Collector of 
this year for the energetic and faithful manner in which he has dis- 
charged the laborious duties of his office, and the thanks of his vic- 
tims for the considerate and gentlemanly style in which he ap- 
plied the screws.
